at their home, 1815 Driscoll. 
The police believe the tw'o 
elderly people, 81 and 79. re­ 
spectively, 
w e r e 
murdered 
either last Saturday or Sunday 
—Father’s Day. And Charles 
Frederick Rogers has not been 
seen since 
Law 
enforcement 
agencies 
were searching through the na­ 
tion to try to answer the first 
question. 
There 
are 
sketchy 
answers to the second: 
Rogers is 43. a short, slight 
man who stands only 5 feet 
5 inches and weighs 145 pounds. 
He has blue eyes and slightly 
receding brown hair. 
He 
attended 
Sam 
Houston

College 
at 
Huntsville 
from 1939-41. He was in the 
Navy from 1942 to 1945 and is 
credited with serving 30 months 
overseas on the USS Barnes 
and the USS Richmond. 
He displayed a brilliant mind 
in college and an erractic one 
later. When he transferred to 
the University of Houston in 
1945 his transcript of credits 
from Sam Houston showed ex 
tremely good grades. 
When he was graduated with 
a bachelor of science degree 
in 1947 from the University of 
Houston, he was classed as an 


outstanding student.

and 
minors 
in 
mathematics, 
engineering a n d 
chemistry.

and he made mostly A’s in

He worked as a seismologist 
for

Shell

Theft* personnel records show 
that he quit in 1957, reason 
unknown. 
Homicide Detective

Paulk said, however, that rela­ 
tives told him that Mrs, Rog­ 
ers sold two lots for her son 
about the time he left the Shell 
company. 
The son had bought the lots 
for $500 each before he went 
into the service, and the moth­ 
er sold them for $5.000 each, 
relatives said. They were re­ 
ported as saying that $5.000 of 
the money went to pay off the 
house and that young Rogers 
got the other $5.000. 
This could shed some light 
on the erractic behavior Rogers 
displayed 
after 
he 
left 
the 
Shell firm. There is no evi­ 
dence that he was ever em­ 
ployed after 1957. 
He lived in the attic apart­ 
ment of his parents’ home on 
Driscoll Street. Often he would 
leave home early in the morn­ 
ing before his parents arose. 
He would not come back till 
midnight. 
Where did he go? What did 
he do?

His mother often wondered 


(the same thing. He wouldn’t 
talk to her at all. she told 
her nephew, Marvin Martin, 56, 
of 16140 Ave D, Channelview. 
But often late at night she 
could hear music coming from 
the apartment, so she reason­ 
ed he was all right. 
She didn’t know where he 
got money to live on, either. 
She didn’t give him any, and 
he didn’t work. Upstairs in his 
apartment he had an electric 
organ, a violin, a trombone, a 
saxophone and a ukelele. 
He must have been quite a 
musician, but did he ever fre­ 
quent any of the town’s music 
hangout? If he did, no one 
knows it. 
Instead, neighborhood youths 
sa > they used to watch him 
prowling 
through 
alleys 
and 
digging through trash and gar­ 
bage cans. 
He had a girl friend in the 
neighborhood back in the fort­ 
ies, Martin said. 
“She thought quite a bit of 
him, but he didn’t think much 
of her,” Martin said. 
Rogers was a licensed ham 
radio operator 
several years 
ago. and he also had a com­ 
mercial pilots license. 
Police officers 
found

house Wednesday night. There 
were electronics books in his 
room, along with a hot plate, 
coffee and four eggs. He liked 
to cook in his own room and 
eat alone. 


The parents were not gre­ 
garious either; in fact, neither 
their neighbors nor their rela­ 
tives knew them well. 
Martin said he talked to one 
their cousins who said he had 
never met them. There are 
other relatives of the family in 
Houston, and they have visited 
with the Rogers family.

that moved in next door to the 
Rogers finally erected a solid 
wood fence between the houses.
